But It seems to me tut too 
much ke madi: of the tragety of 
Lynch and not. encugh of his 
greainess. In the 10 years since 
he died, his fame bas certalnly 
grown no less, but the pielure 
of the real Benny ts Durted 
benenth the notoriety thet came 
fo him jn hia later years, 

1st Inet week that all the 
Tigers of Sport had !n common 
a ruthless will toe win, 9 burning 
ambition te get to the top and 
stay there, Tt is true, too. 

Except about Benny Lynch, 

Oh, yes, Benny was 4 Thyer 
all wright. Make no mistake 
abot that. But only because 
he loved boxing, loved itg auno- 
sphere. Even in his carly days, 
when the road stretched wide 
before him, he was almost 
without ambition. 

Ho was a simule, unassuming 
Uitle man, even after he became 
Champion. of the world, Money 
was linportant only to spend or 
give away, nevor to save. He 
had no tricks of showmanship, 
no desire for — extravagant 
clothes, for ostentatious living 

Hin wife said of him: “If he 
had been just a labourer, we 
would hawe been happy.” 

1 think that is true. 


FLAMING FISTS 

Yet it was this same young 
man whose flaming. fists wrote 
an immortal page into boxing 
history. His skill brought the 
world’s milliony to their fect in 
howling tribute. 

And his wonderful sportsman- 
ship {n the ring stands eternally 
to his credit against those other 
unhappy cplsodes outside It. 

There wus, for instance, that 
night he fought Small Montana 
of America at Wembley in de- 
fence of his world title—a fight 
sul rated os the fastest ever 
sen in London, A contest in 
which Lymch proved beyond all 
doubt that fn addttion to being 
a great FIGHTER, he was the 
outstandimg Flyweight BOXER 
of his tkme. 

Lynch at that time was ot his 

test. But thut night he was 
up against a man almost as 
good. Round after round he 
and Small Montana—real name 
Benjamin Gan—had shared the 
honours. 

As they came up for the last 
round Tuynch was ahead—but 
the margin In his favour was 
desperately narrow, And Benny 
knew it. 

Yet twice in that final session 
tho Scot was offered the chance 
fo clinch things, Twico he re- 


. fused because he was too much 


ofa to take what he 
considerect an unfatr advantage. 

First of all, Montana got 
mixed up with the ropes, He 
wos defenceless for a brief 
moment, Immediately Benny 
stepped Lorward and helped his

hinds and got on with the fight. 

Very soon after, the American 
slipped and was again wide 
open. Once more the gallant 
ttle Scot helpai hk rival to 
recover, agin shook hands—and 
the two of them got back fo the 
Yusines» of trying to punch cach 
other silly. 

Lynch finally won, rightly but 
narrowly. Doing so, he bite also 
earned the undying admiration 
of every single person present, 


THE FINEST FIGHT 

The other great fight with 
Lynch ax the hero wos ogninst 
Peter Kane at Glasgow's Shaw- 
fNald Park, also tn defence of his 
world tille, It was without 
question the finest fight Glasgow 
has ever seen, 

At that time, the litte — mon 
from the Gorbals with his broad 
native agcent had all Scotland 
at his feet. And tow well 1 
remember the atmosphere on 
the day of the fight. Nobody 
talked of anything else. 

It was cold and it was wet, 
Yet. 560,000 people somehow 
miauged w squeeze themsclves 
into Shanviicld Park. And how 
handsomely they their 
money's worth, 

Lynch hast trained and trained 
and trained for this fight; so 
much so that he wis almost a 
pound under the Umit of eight 
stone, The muscles stood ble 
amd strippect of fat on that litle 
Ave-foot four-inch frame. Hla 
opponent, pop-eyed Peter, tho 
Nghtingg blucksmith from Gol- 
borne, clas only 19. But all 
England = acclaimed him as the 
greatest thing ot his weight in 
the world. So he might — well 
have been—but for Scotland's 
pocket Hercules, 

The Nght lasted for 13 long, 
bitter amd bloody rounds. BUT 
THE PUNCH THAT ACTUAL- 
LY WON IT___ ARRIVED 
ALMOST AS THE FIGHT 
STARTED. Lynch came straight 
out of his corncr and whaml A 
hurtling left hit the Englishman 
smack on the point. 

Hard ‘on Its heels came an- 
other left, then a right And 
down went Kane, — stricken, 
dazed, for a count of three. He 
never really recovered, though 
he wus to look strong for many 
rounds yet. 

But this night we were to see 
Lynch, thé real ring Tiger. 

Round by round, Lynch the 
Killer, went after his an, 
hammering, hammering, —him- 
mering. The perfection of box- 
tng science allied to a heavy- 
weight’s punch. 

lfow ccurugecous was Kane, 
hew hopeless his task, He lasted 
long past expectation, But 
there ate times when all the 
courage in the world isn't 
enough. and thls was one of 
them. 

In the lath, round Lynch, 
ruthlessly secking the right 
opening, was suddenly offered 
his chance. — Lightning-qulck, 
his hurtling ieft dug its way 
into Kane's body. Kane drop 
in ugony, his wits scrambicd. 

TOTTERING CHALLENGER 

Foolishly—and probably only 
by instinct—he came to his fect 
before the count had started.

Thin-lipped, cold-cyed, Lynch 
blasted In for the finish. — For 
full two minutes, blows rained 
on the tottering challenger, 

There was nothing loft, 
nothing at.all, as he came for 
his unhappy thinteonth. For 4 
long minute of agony, the hur- 
ricane tore at him from all 
directions. Then he: sank slowly

But off the canvas once again 
crawled the ghost of Kane. This 
lime It was that looping right 
crashing through to the jaw, A 
punch of mercy, truly, for no 
man could survive it on his feet. 
Certainly not the shatiered 
Kune. 

He crumpled down, his head 
over the botlom rope. Conscious, 
wide-cyed, but stripped of 
every last tiny ounce of strength 
and resistance, The count of 
ten was a mere formality, 

That was Lynch at his 
most magnificent. As he stood 
{here smiling, waving to the 
jluudits of that frenzied crowd, 
he looked very bit the Cham- 
plon he was, 

Who could ever have dreamed 
that for him the end was 
already in sight, that only 12 
short months were to pass 
before his buxing career was to 
end—disgracefully tragically?

Even when 
he was sliding fast he wos 
never knocked out... .until that 
final, appalling debacle against 
Aurel Toma, a_ second-rater 
from Rumania, one - time 
chauffeur to King Carol, 

But Lynch was a Champion 
at eight stone...
